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THE DECISION Of THE ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION. 

As will be observed by the readers of the Daily, the executive 
of the Athletic Association has taken the step of cancelling the 
block "M's" granted for sports other than intercollegiate ones. 
This move is a radical one, to say the least, and requires a certain 
amount àf careful consideration before an opinion is offered pre 
or con. 

The question, as it presents itself to the mind of the average 
student, is this: "Is the action taken by the executive of the 
Athletic Association justified by the conditions existing now and 
at the beginning of the war, and is it in the beet interests of the 
student body?" The motion, as put to the executive, states that 
Article Four, page twenty-three, of the Constitution, is interpreted 
as referring to intercollegiate athletics only, and as far as the 
Daily can see, the executive is justified in taking this interpreta- 
tion of the Constitution if it chooses. There is no doubt that 
most of the returned men, who, in the natural course of events, 
would have won block "M's" in intercollegiate sport feel that 
there is much to be said against the action of the Athletic Asso- 
ciation in granting these to men who did not take part in compe- 
tition with other universities. 

On the other hand, there is a great deal of difference be- 
tween disapproving of the former granting of "M's", and the ac- 
tual step of cancelling them. To forbid a man to continue wear- 
ing such a decoration after he has owned and displayed it for a 
couple of years, and to do so long after he has left college, is some- 
what drastic. 

It is quite right, let us say,for the executive of the Athletic 
Association, if it thinks fit, to pass s motion disapproving of the 
granting of such an important distinction as a block "M" for a 
specf ied reason, but to cancel the "M" brings about the result that 
the man in question receives absolutely nothing for having repre- 
sented the college to the best of his ability. This, surely, is to be 
taken into consideration. 

* 

On consulting the files of "McGill Daily" for the past three 
years we find that altogether fourteen men have been granted 
large block "M's" for their work in sport other than that which 
might be termed intercollegiate. As the motion refers simply to 
"block M's", we may "infer that a good many more men than this 
are affected by it 

After all, the affair "boils down," to-use a slang phrase, to the 
question whether or not athletics should have been continued after 
the outbreak of war. In that case, it seems to us, the proper step 
to be taken by those who disapproved of war-time athletics would 
have been to cancel the "M's" granted in the fall of 1914, even 
though these were given as the result of intercollegiate competi- 
tion. This would bring it about that some of the famous foot- 
ballers of the team, which lost that year to Varsity by such a nar- 
row margin would lose the right to wear their decoration, anl such 
action would lead to a great deal of discussion and trouble, we ad- 
mit. Nevertheless, it would have the merit of being thorough. 

As it is, the move made by the Athletic Association is bound 
to arouse much interest on the campus, and we expect to hear 
from our readers various opinions upon the matter. Most of the 
men, in fact, practically all, who have been granted "M's" in the 
past four years, have graduated and are not present to give their 
ideas on the matter, but we imagine that while practically all our 
readers will agree with the Athletic Association executive that the 
granting of block letters in the past four years was scarcely well- 
advised, there will be some who will question the wisdom of the 
step just taken. 



Has it ever occurred to you, gentle 
reader, that umbrellas are very use- 
ful things? Originally they were in- 
tended as a protection from that rath- 
er disagreeable moisture known as 
rain, but since then science has pro- 
gressed to such a degree that many 
other ways of employing these ar- 
ticles have been discovered. They 
can be used as a means of defence as 
well as offence, and are often a source 
of amusement, though usually one of 
annoyance — it all depends on your 
point of view. 

Next time any -of your friends as- 
sault you with revengeful motives, 
have your umbrella handy. It is a 
well-known psychological fact that 
very few people can withstand the on- 
slaught of a person with an umbrella 
which la being rapidly and continous- 
ly opened and shut. Ninety-nine per 
cent, of the human race judge this to 
be the moment for an orderly retreat 
— unless they have come prepared 
with suitable or similar weapons of 
defence. 

You will also find an umbrella a 
useful protection against a flock of 
geese if you should happen to arouse 
the undesirable interest of these crea- 
tures when in their vicinity. In this 
case we would counsel you to keep , 
near the fence, for the flapping of the 
umbrella, though often producing the 
desired result, has occasionally been 
known to have a disastrous effect on 
the sensitive nerves of the gander, 
and a few moments of the life of the 
possessor of the above-mentiond ar- 
ticle may be made decidedly unpleas- 
ant— even painful. 

Again, in the event of your wishing 
to study the disposition of any one of 
your friends an excellent way to do 
bo is to borrow their pet umbrella, 
lake It for a walk along a wooden 
sidewalk— at right angles to the 
crackB; stick the point down one of 
the cracks laccidentally, of course) 
and trip ovrr the umbrella. The re- 
sult is either a beautiful curve or a 
two-piece umbrella. Then restore 
the cherished possession to its owner 
and observe the effect. 

Railway Journeys are often dull and 
uninteresting, but the monotony may 
be greatly relieved by an umbrella.

WOMEN'S WOBK IX SHIPYARDS. 

Women have outclassed men in cer- 
tain work in British shipyards, and 
more of them are being added to the 
shipbuilding forces as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 

At ! ord Furness's rhipyarda, on tht 
Tee*, seven huueted women are 
working with spades* and shovels, on 
extens'ons. Soms of the women have 
been assisting in the building >? a 
temporary railway at the yarls, and 
others laying concrete platforms on 
which the keels of ships will be put 
down. 

In preparing concrete for the keei 
platforms, gangs of women work be- 
side gangs of men, and in one instance 
the women beat the men by four cubic 
yards. Numerous otter instances 
have been cited whereby the women 
outpointed the men workers on the 
same kind of work.— Nautical Gazette. 



PRIVATE FLY ISO. 

A letter has been addressed to MaJ.- 
Gen. Mewburn, Canadlon Minister of 
Militia, asking that the restrictions 
against private flying in Canada be 
abolished. As an evidence of the 
desire of Canadian flying men to con- 
tinue their aerial activities, it is 
pointed out that the Aero Club of 
Canada, which has the power of 
awarding aviators' certificates, ha* up 
to the present time Issued 400 of 
these certificates. The letter also 
points out that there ara 1,000 trained 
aviators who are returning to Canada, 
and who will probably desire to con- 
tinue their connection with aeronau- 
tics. In another communication to 
the Acting Prime Minister. Sir Thomas 
White, the government is urged to 
encourage aviation in Canada.

LIEUT. W. D. SCOTT. 

Lieut. William Douglass Scott, Sci. 
'14, Oxford and Bucks Light Infantry, 
who was killed on August 22nd, 1917, 
was the only son or O. R. Sîott, latt 
Fellow and Tutor of Mertton College, 
cf 2 Clarendon Villas, Park Town, and 
was born in the College on June 8, 
1S92. He «ras educated at tbe Oxford 
Preparatory School, at Rugby (Mr. 
Whttolaw's House) and McGill Univer- 
sity, where he took his B.Sc. degree in 
Civil Engineering ln m4> taring chosen 
by his fellow-students as class orator 
at Convocation. He was then enraged 
by the Canadian Government to deter- 
mine latitude* and longitudes In the 
Rocky Mountains. Whan the war 
came, being unob> to obtain admis- 
sion to the Canadian contingents, 
owing to short sight, he returned to 
Ergland. and received a commission 
in tbe Oxford and Bucks Regiment in 
January, 1916. His grandfather and 
great-graadfathor had both served ln 
the Ortordshire Light Infantry, the 
former at Waterloo, and both in the 
army of occupation in Picardy after 
Waterloo. He was a temporary Cap- 
tain frttn Majr to November, 191C. He 
was w uua di d la July, 1111, aad again 
la Nawamaar, 1111. After Ma second 
wound ha I'jffsrod somewhat from 
trench fever, but. was able to return 
to francs at th. e*d at last May. 

Mis Cantata wrttas: "He fau. killed 
by TBBthtos gun Mlata, after ha had 
already been twtoa wvuaded. At (ha 
manant et his death, although nearly 
axhauatai by his prwrtbus wounds, he 
was using Us last strength to dictate 
a message aaa t i laga g the situation . sv 
mars wore* of mine woutt suffice to 
doscrtbs the or! da and grief which is 
felt te the battalion, and mora especi- 
ally in taia oompany, at ale death.

ORDER OF RETURN OF 
HOSPITALS ANNOUNCED 

Official Gazette Gives News of 
Medical DemoMization 



Tbe Canadian Official Gazette con- 
tains the following: "The policy to 
be carried out In the demobilization 
of the medical services of the Cana- 
dian Expeditionary Force overseas is 
outlined in a csble to the Department 
of Militia. 

The cable states that medical units 
will accompany the divisions of the 
C.E.P. to which they are attached, in 
conformity with the general policy of 
demobilization. In addition to the 
regular divisional medical unit, each 
division will be accompanied by one 
general hospital, one stationary hos- 
pital and one casualty clearing sta- 
tion. 

The genersl policy to be adopted 
towards these latter units is that they 
shall be evacuated from FranB* in or- 
der of seniority. - Therefore, with the 
3rd Division, which will be tbe first 
to leave tho corps, will ha Né; 1 gen- 
eral hospital, aad No. 1 casualty clear- 
ing station. The «ueatlon as te which 
stationary hospital will be the first re- 
turned Is, however, sUll undsr dis- 
cussion. 

No. I general hospital la Paris li 
now being brought to England, and 
No. e general hoapltai,- also In Farla, 

will follow at the end of April. 

In view of the fact that the troops 
from France will be returned to Can, 
ada via England, practically all ths 
hospitals ln England will bo run at 
full strength to OOPO with anjr pos- 
sible emergencies, according to the 
discretion of the Director-OaaaTal of 
Medleal Services, * 

The elasing of tUe various hespitaU 
will be regulated, by tbe pumber r . of 
troops te pass through Engisnd sad 
the general health conditions, On 
October 1 there were more than 87,000 
soldiers in hospitals ja England, and

wa notice that men are happy with 
their horses, dogs, guns and pipis and 
clubs iji carablinr. we reel quite safe 
in concluding tha'. women's lives are 
being pradually brcken up. Hereto- 
fore, fchd male bees used to ga:her 
honey outside and store it in the hive, 
where the queen bee ruled supreme. 
Now the bee prefers to rent a cell and 
live by himself, so thai he alone may 
drink all the honey in the evening, 
which he gathers during the day time. 
Consequently the queen-bee is obliged 
to come out in the world of compe- 
tition to gather honey, so Hut shf 
may live. She has not yet been able 
to get accustomed to the changed con- 
ditions of life and society. The re- 
sult is uneasiness And buzzing." 

And so in all this furore andbustle 
and factory smoke, in crowded dis- 
eased tenements and hypertrophied 
mansions what has become of our man 
and woman? Have they gone? Are 
there no men or womeu now but only 
labourers, factory machines, bakers, 
merchants, doctors. lawyers an'.I 
priests? The genus Homo is gradually 
becoming extinct. 

Synchronous with the discription of 
the home Is the multiplication <-,f 
houses of pjosntuuon, which fact in 
itself indicates clearly enough the un- 
naturalness and aibsurdity of our social 
and eccnomheal structure. Should 
this necrotic tendency persist it would 
not be difficult to see before us the 
steady moral degeneraion which in- 
variably accompanies the decay of 
i sees. If the instincts of man arc not 
granted sufficient and natural outlet 
$$Sf .!»,'<¥ ctonsauence? a resultant 
pèTVèrsioh of the natural' instincts 
anJ a sappln3 of the virility and moral 
stamina which so characterized our 
sturdy forefathers. 

Unless then, this insane, suffocat- 
ing, artificial civilization of ours iR 
not soon and radically reconstructed 
along simpler and saner lines we know 
what to expect. 

Already one can faintly detect a 
muffled restlessness— an uneasiness 
in the minds of men. We realize 
that humanity is passing through a 
critical and momentous stage in its 
history, when anything astounding, 
unheard of, may break suddenly in 
amongst us, when throughout the 
whole fabric and structure of our 
weary and uncomfortable civilization 
just recovering from that most hor- 
rible holocaust, a revolution, a change 
a newer vision, which is soon to whirl 
us Into epochs of newer grandeur or 
eras of depravity and decay, seems 
imminent.-HARRY H'.

OF GREAT GRADUATE, SIR WILFRID LAURIER; 
SOLDIER GRADS. FLOCKING BACK TO CANADA 



Major John D. Armour, a First Contingent Veteran, Who Died on February 21, Was Past Student 
— Mother of Rev. Principal Fraser, Arts '9 J, Dead in Prince Edward Island — Joseph H. Cope- 
man, Arts '01, Joins Staff of Greenshields & Co., Leaving Financial Editorship of the Mont- 
real Gazette — Major R. J. Gardiner, M.C., Med. '02, is Promoted to Rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel.

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■ "We loved liiui." read the simple 
yet eminently appropriate inscription 
on the card attached to a floral tri- 
bute at the state funeral of the Rt. 
Hon. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, G.C.M.G., 
Law '64, In Ottawa, on Saturday, Feb- 
ruary 22. And it was because they 
had loved him, Irrespective of their 
political inclinations, that leaders and 
masses of all creeds, classes and 
parties assembled to do honor to' one 
of tho greatest figures in' Canadian 
political history. The assemblage was 
remarkable for Its cosmopolitan com- 
plexion and for the fact that it in- 
cluded so many from all parts of the 
Dominion, wbo are leaders in public 
life, on the bench, in commerce and 
industry, and, indeed, in all walks of 
life. The humblest laborer was 
present to pay the same tribute of re- 
spect as did the top-hatted millionaire. 
Each had benefited by his salutary 
administration of fifteen years and 
bad grown to realize that, apart alto- 
gether from whatever individual be- 
liefs he might hold, here, indeed, had 
been a statesman of first rank and, 
perhaps, more Important still, a man. 

At the Victoria Museum Saturday 
morning all was activity. The crepe 
which was everywhere, the wreaths 
which hung from the door of the dead 
stateman's office, the members, sena- 
tors and other prominent people, who 
stood «tout ta knot*, chatting in low « 
tones, and, lastly, the police cordon' 
and the immense crowd outside the 
building and lining Metcalfe Btreet to 
the threshold of Parliament Hill told 
ot the sad agenda before Parliament. 
The atmosphere of solemnity waa evt 
dent everywhere and thoughts of the 
great man who had passed oversha- 
idowed every other topic. 

Fanerai Simplicity Itself. 
I Simple splendor marked every 
phase of the funeral. There was lit 
tie or no pomp or display, no band, no 
gun carriage, no guard of honor 
other mark which might fittingly have 
been bestowed upon the honored head. 
A very ordinary hearse, drawn by a 
double span of horses, draped in 
mourning, conveyed the statesman to 
the grave, it was as Si/ Wilfrid, who 
cared nothing for distinction,' would 
have wished it t» be. But the pres- 
ence of the Governor-General as re- 
presentative of the King, of Hon. Sir 
Thomas White and colleagues, repre- 
senting the Federal Government, of 
îthe mace of Parliament, and of count- 
less other delegations from all parts 
of the country, gave notice that ont of 
the great men of Canada, some declare 

■ the greatest, was being borne to his 
last resting place. It was through 
streets crowded until there was bare- 
ly room for its passage that the cor- 
tege, upwards of a mile in length, 
made its way. From nearly every 

'building hung streamers of mourning 
: and in the shop windows, even to the 
! smallest and least pretentious, were 
(displayed various marks of respeot. 
! Fully 75,000 people must have viewed 
; the funeral and thousands more walk- 
: ed in the procession. In size and at- 
tendance, the funeral surpassed any 
otiier ever held in Ottawa, it not in 
Canada. 

The last Sad Bites. 

From the window of the limousine 
in which she had so often been ac- 

| companied by her illustrious husband, 
surrounded by a battery of moving 

t picture cameras recording the scene 
for posterity to gaze upon, Lady Laur- 
ier, frail and half blind, witnessed the 
last solemn rites attending the fun- 
eral of him who had been for 50 
years her partner in adversity and 
prosperity, and who had risen from 
lis virtual obscurity of a Quebec vil- 
lage to the post of first importance 
in the British Dominions overseas. Ther 
picture was touching, perhaps, the 
most touching of till those surround- 
ing the funeral of Canada's fortmoat 
statesman. In order that she might 
follow Sir Wilfrid even to the grave. 
Lady Laurier, had her car placed in a 
position over-looking his last resting- 
place, at the foot of a clump of pop- 
lars Just within the main gate of No- 
tre Dame cemetery. Through the 
last simple rites of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church, conducted by Rev. Father 
Lejeune, of the Junlorate of the -Sacred 
Heart, she bore up bravely, but as the 
casket was lowered into the grave 
and ae Canada's former Prime Minis- 
ter faded from view but not from 
memory, her tears mingled with those 
shed by many of the "Old Chief's" de- 
voted followers, who stood about with 
uncovered heads, paying their last 
spects to him who had* 'gufded'thei 
with such wonderful leadership fa 
years gone by. 

The writer searched for some floral 
tribute from the University of which 
Rip Wilfrid was, perhaps, the . great- 



est graduate. He found none. 
Death of Major Armour. 
The many friends of Major John 
Douglas Armour, past student. 1st Ca- 
nadian Divisional Artillery, 12th 1 Bri- 
gade, CFA., will regret to leàrn that 
he died in the PelrograC Hotel Hos- 
pital, London, England, on February 
21st, from an illness contracted while 
serving in France. , 

e.latc Major Armour was bora 
oronto 30 years ago. Ho was 
educated at St. Alban s School, Brock- 



vi lie, and afterwards spent a year at 
McGill.f He removed to Montreal 
during his boyhood, and was for some 
time with the Dominion Bond Com- 
pany in this city. 

Major Armour and two younger 
brothers went overseas with. the First 
Contingent. He was promoted from 
lieutenant to captain, ana afterwards 
to major, on the field, and was the 
holder ot the Mons ribbon. He re- 
mained on active service in France 
until he was stricken with illness in 
August last. He was present at the 
coronation of King George, while with 
the 22nd Artillery Brigade. 

Deceased was the eldest son of 
Douglas Armour, K.C., of Vancouver,* 
and grandson of the late John Doug- 
las Armour, Chief Justice of Ontario. 
Death of liradft. Overseas. 
The death has taken place overseas 
of Lieut. T. Cuyler McKenzle, Arts 
17, of the Canadian Artillery, one of 
three brothers who have served over- 
seas. Lieut. McKcnzie, wbo came 
from Charlottetown, P.E.I,, and who 
was a graduate of Prince of Wales 
College, that city, camo to McGill in 
1914 as a second year student. In 
1916 he went overseas in the ranks of 
a Maritime Provinces siege battery, 
and ultimately won his commission. 
A brother, Lieut. C. Spurgeon McKen- 
zle, Arts '14, Med. '18, of the 4th Bat- 
tery, C.F.A., was killed in action on 
May 7, 1Ô17, while a third brother, I. 
Wendell McKenzle, Med. '18, served 
overseas as a sergeant in No. 6 Cana- 
dian Field Ambulances 

Lieut. McKenzle was a bright stu 
dent, specializing in English, and prov- 
ed exceedingly popular with his fel- 
low undergradua es. He was granted 
his degree in absentia in 1917. 

Another graduate whose death has 
occurred through pneumonia, is Cap- 
tain John Reginald "Norman MacFar- 
lane, Agr. '12, of the Canadian For- 
estry Corps. Captain MacFarlane's 
death occurred at 774 Kemp Road, 
London, on February 22. Deceased 
was 35 years of age, and the young- 
est sou of John MacFarlane, West- 
mount. He went overseas with the 
Canadian Cylists.
